Khanh told the nation by 
radio Tuesday night that no 
foreign power could impose its 
policies on his armed forces.

Littlestown borough councilmen 
Tuesday evening canceled all 86 
parking permits and retained the 
IOO “sticker” as a solution to 
complaints that the 15 permit 
holders 
were 
abusing 
parking 
privileges provided under the per 
mit system. 
The issue has been debated by 
council for at least three months. 
The previous system allowed the 
police department to issue a 820 
permit to a businessman with 86 
supplemental 
permits 
for em­ 
ployes. 
Walter Myers, appointed in No­ 
vember to study “animal regu­ 
lations,” recommended that the 
issue be dropped as long as health 
laws are not being violated by 
housing the animals within the 
borough limits. He suggested that 
“any health problem should be 
handled by the department at 
health.” 
82,808 FOR PARK 
Council agreed to establish a 
82,000 budget for park improve­ 
ments in 1955 after Stewart Long, 
park chairman, reported that he 
had received estimates for trim­ 
ming trees in Crouse Park and 
the Maple Ave. playground and 
suggested that repairs should be 
made to the pavilion in Crouse 
Park. He said that tree surgeon 
recommends the removal of 13 
trees in Crouse Park and said 
that a total of 59 need trimming, 
topping or other attention.

Army men everywhere 
The Army is carrying a large 
part of the load in South Viet 
Nam About 65 per cent of the 
21,600 American military men 
there are wearing Army uni­ 
forms. 
REPORTS CASUALTIES 
Most of the U.S. casualties 
have been sustained by Army 
men—171 of the 237 combat 
dead and more than 1,270 of the 
1,400-plus wounded. 
“ Experience has shown that 
there is simply no other way to 
teach the techniques of effective 


combat to any army at war,” 
the publication said in seeking 
to explain why American sol­ 
diers 
accompany Vietnamese 
formations in fighting opera­ 
tions. 
The pamphlet, illustrated with 
a map and action photographs, 
traces the origin of the present 
crisis in South Viet Nam: Com­ 
munists setting out to gobble up 
the 
country 
and the 
United 
States coming into the picture 
when South Viet Nam asked for 
help. 
In answering the question: 
“Why are we in Viet Nam?” the 
troop 
informntion 
publication 
attempts to project the signifi­ 
cance of the Vietnamese strug­ 
gle beyond its present dimen­ 
sions.

LOWER MILK 
AREA PRICES 
ARE PROPOSED 


HARRISBURG 
(AP) — The 
State Milk Control Commission 
proposed Tuesday to lower prices 
en gallons and half-gallons of 
milk sold in the Scranton-Wilkes- 
Barre marketing area. 
The tentative order, outlines 
at a conference, would take ef­ 
fect Jan. I. 
Under the order, home-deliv­ 
ered milk would sell for 28 cents 
a quart; 53 cents a half-gallon 
and $1.02 a gallon. 
The prices would replace the 
present 27 cents per quart price 
—$1.08 per gallon—not in effect, 
regardless of the size of con­ 
tainer. 
For over-the-counter purchas­ 
es of gallon milk, the new mini­ 
mum would be 96 cents—24 cents 
per quart—as compared to the 
present minimum of $1.04—26 
cents for each quart. 
The commission also proposed 
to eliminate the one-cent per 
quart markup on Vitamin ”D” 
milk. 
We feel discounts for pur­ 
chases of large size containers 
were long overdue in this m ar­ 
ket and there no longer exists 
any justification for consumers 
to pay a premium price on Vi­ 
tamin ”D” milk,” said J. Lin 
Huber, commission chairman. 
The recommended order also 
made adjustments in the prices 
to be paid farmers for their 
milk.

NICE SURPLUS 
AT END OF '64 


HARRISBURG 
(AP) — The 
Scranton 
Administration 
may 
end the current fiscal year next 
Jane 30 with over $90 million in 
unused revenue. 
Conservative 
estimates 
indi­ 
cate there will be a budget sur­ 
plus in the neighborhood of $50 
million. 
In addition, administration of­ 
ficials estimate that lapses, or 
unused appropriations, may run 
about $16 to $18 million. Lapses 
last year totaled $30. 
Then there is the $25 million 
appropriated for payment on 
World War II veterans bonus 
bonds next March I. The next 
payment. $32.5 million, is not 
due until Aug. 15, 1966. leaving 
one entire fiscal year—1965-66— 
in which no money is required 
for this purpose. 
COULD BE PROBLEM 
If the surnlus runs to 150 mil­ 
lion, lapses total $16 million and 
the $25 million bond money is 
not put into a sinking fund, the 
administration will have $91 mil­ 
lion to apply for new or expand­ 
ed purposes in the 1965-66 fiscal 
year. 
The problem could be bother­ 
some because Democrats have 
insisted 
since their inception 
that tax increases imposed by 
Scranton in 1963 were unneces­ 
sarily high. 
Since the Democrats will con 
trol the House starting Jan. 5 
they can be expected to have 
much to say about the financial 


situation and likely will attempt 
to reduce some taxes. 
BOOKKEEPING MANEUVERS | 
However, with a Republican 
Senate and his own veto power 
the governor should have no dif­ 
ficulty heading off such a move. 
There are some bookkeeping 
manuevers that could be em­ 
ployed to prevent the amount 
available from growing to po­ 
tentially 
embarassing 
propor­ 
tions, at least for the current 
year. 
The surplus could be kept 
down temporarily by deferring 
deposits of tax revenues coming 
in during the last few months of 
the fiscal year and putting them 
over to the next year. 
Lapses could be cut down by 
stepping up spending in the final 
months of the fiscal year. 
SEVERAL OPTIONS 
Several things could be done 
with the $25 million not needed 
immediately for bond payments. 
For one thing all of the money 
could be put into the sinking 
fund, where $6 4 million from 
last year’s $29.2 already repos­ 
es. Part of it could be banked 
and part used 
Martin H. Brackbill. budget 
secretary, said one plan under 
consideration is to use $12 mil­ 
lion and bank $13 million, with 
another $13 million appropriated 
in 1966-67 to take care of the 
payment due in 1966.

“In an English card of 1892,” 
said Miss Mooney, ‘‘the formality 
existing between children and par­ 
ents in that Victorian era is quite 
clearly expressed by the artist. 
He depicts a little girl on bended 
knee at her mother’s feet sol­ 
emnly offering her a Christmas 
bouquet. Just 40 years later, a 
Christmas card of 1930 shows how 


relaxed filial relations had be­ 
come with its breezy greeting 
that says, *3 cheers 4 a Merry' 
Christmas and you, Dad!’ ” 
Christmas card artists have 
always been quick to pick on 
innovations as subjects. 
1911 PUN 
The advent of the horseless car­ 
riage was duly recognized in a 
card of 1910. Cut out in the shape 
of a car of that vintage, it cheer­ 
fully puns: 
“You ‘Auto’ be Happy 
As you, on Pleasure * 
Motor-Car 
Steer merrily thro’ Christ­ 
mastide . . . 
Speed gaily as fun always 
‘AutoI’ ” 
And in 1950, the early days of 
television were noted in a Christ­ 
mas greeting which shows Santa 
tuning in TV’. 
An historic event is frequently 
the inspiration for a Christmas 
card. When Lindberg flew the At­ 
lantic, the artist drew his "Spirit 
of St. Louis" flying over New York 
on a 1927 Christmas card. 
PATRIOTIC CARDS 
During World Wars I and II 
Christmas cards became unblush­ 
ingly patriotic. Verses like "On 
Christmas Night . . . With Holly 
Berries Gleaming 
Bright, Our 
Thoughts fly true O'er Ocean 
Blue and take a Christmas Wish 
to you" on a 1917 card brought 
balm to homesick doughboys.

EARLIEST DOLLS 
As toys, dolls have existed for 
centuries. The earliest toy dolls 
known were discovered in the 
1 Near East and Greece. These 
primitive dolls were made of clay, 
stone or bone. 
Typical was the legless paddle 
doll of ancient Egypt which was 
made from a smgle. flat piece of 
pottery or wood 
Although dolls today may be 
extremly complex and filled with 
electrical gadgets, dolls of the 
17th and 18th centuries frequently 
were even more elaborate 
They became so elaborate, in 
fact, that they were sent to court, 
and in times of war special dis­ 
pensations were made to assure 
their transport to a peaceful ref­ 
uge, like works of art.

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The Christmas That Went With Them 
An old glory recalls how adventurers overseas had spirits buoyed by Yuletide traditions

r 


f WAS a warm and pleasant 
Saturday—that twenty-third of 
December, 1620. The winter wind 
had blown itself away in the 
storm of the day before, and the 
air was clear and balmy. 
The people on board the May- 
Power were glad of the pleasant 
day. It was three long months 
since they had started from Ply­ 
mouth, in England, to seek a 
home across the ocean. Now they 
had come Into a harbour that 
they named New Plymouth, in 
the country of New England. 
Other people called these voy­ 
agers Pilgrims, which means 
wanderers. A long while before, 
the Pilgrims had lived in Eng­ 
land; later they made their home 
with the Dutch in Holland; Anally 
they had said good-bye to their 
friends in Holland and in Eng­ 
land, and had sailed away to 
America. 
There were only one hundred 
and two of the Pilgrims on the 
Mayflower, but they were brave 
and strong and full of hope. Now 
the Mayflower was the only home 
they had; yet lf this weather 
lasted they might soon have 
warm log-cabins to live in.

RIPTON, N. Y. (AP)—Mem­ 
bers af i unique religions com­ 
munity here, whose goal is to 
follow completely the teaehings 
of Jesus through shared com­ 
munal living, have found a satis­ 
factory way to meet the practical 
needs of the 250-member Society 
of Brothers. 
They are hard at work manu­ 
facturing educational playthings, 
designed 
to spur 
imaginative, 
spontaneous play activities. Many 
of their designs are constructed 
for multiple — and free-wheeling 
— purposes. There’s a triangle 
set from which children can make 
a seesaw, a cart with wheels, a 
slide, and many other combina­ 
tions. 
Another design is a playhouse 
which can operate at one-story 


or two-story levels, can support 
a slide that can grab a rang at 
any height, and that has a plat­ 
form readied for doll housekeep­ 
ing or playing store. A rocking 
boat has a built-in mechanism 
so it actually moves across the 
floor as the young “rowers” rock 
it When ifs turned over there’s 
a flight of stairs underneath. 
WORK, PLAY TOGETHER 
In their own community in the 
foothills of the Catskin, life for 
the children means playing with 
the toys their fathers and grand­ 
fathers have made, having break­ 
fast with their families in their 
apartments,

age groups in their own school, 
helping with berry picking, corn

Hie weather is unusually hot, 
so the children are piled in a 
school bus. and go to the river 
for the afternoon.

Three People 
Share Credit 
Of Yule Seal 


The familiar Christmas Seal 
that appears on letters and pack­ 
ages during the holiday season 
can be credited jointly to three 
different people: 
an American 
doctor a Danish postal worker 
and an American 
Red Cross 
worker. 
The first person, the American 
doctor, was Edward Livingston 
Trudeau. Dr. Trudeau contracted 
tuberculosis shortly after grad­ 
uating from medical school. Both 
his brother and his daughter also 
had TB, so Dr. Trudeau decided 
to conduct research on the dis­ 
ease. This led to his establish­ 
ment of a tuberculosis hospital at 
Saranac Lake, New York. And

POSTAL WORKER 
In the same year. Encyclopedia 
International reports, a Danish 
postal worker, Emar Holboell. 
came up with the thought that 
Christmas was a time when peo­ 
ple should be reminded of their 
duty to help the sick and needy 
children who were suffering from 
TB 
He proposed to the King of 
Denmark that penny seals be sold, 
for affixing to Christmas pack­ 
ages and letters. The king agreed 
to the idea, and this led to the 


world’* first Christmas seal in 
1904. 
Also at about the same time. 
a small TB hospital which had 
been built in Delaware by a group 
of doctors, was in trouble for 
lack of funds. A cousin of one 
of the hospital’s doctors. Red 
Cross worker Miss Emily Biased, 
came up with a solution She had 
read a magazine article which 
described the development of the 
Christmas Seal in Denmark. And 
she decided a similar seal should 
be adopted in the United States. 
Miss Bissell designed the seal 
and, by 907, the first American 
Christmas Seal went on sale in 
Wilmington, Del.

Feature Plum Pudding 


IN NEW ZEALAND 
Not all living Christmas trees 
I are spruce or fir. In New Zealand 


there’* 
one 
called 
“Christmas 
tree’’ that doesn't even need dec­ 
orating—it blossoms with its own 


red flowers. The trees earned its 
name since it blooms in Decern 
ber and January.

For centuries, plum pudding 
has provided a flaming finale 
to the traditional feast. 
Early in the 18th century, Eng­ 
lish cooks used the following 
quaintly worded recipe in making 
their holiday dessert: 
“Take a quarter of a peck 
of flower and dry it. three pounds 
of currans, wash’d and picked 
clean, set them before a fire to 
dry, half a pound of raisins of 
the sun, wash'd and stoned and 
shred small, half a pound of 
blanch’d almonds, beat very fine 
with rose-water, a pound of butter 
melted with a pint of cream, but 
not put in hot, a pint of aie-yeast, 
a penny-worth of saffron steep’d 
in a pint of sack, ten or twelve 
eggs, but half the whites of them, 


“IESOUS” 


“Iesous ahatonhia!” 
These words of joy and 
exaltation come from Can­ 
ada’* first Christmas carol. 
If they seem somewhat in­ 
comprehensible, the explana­ 
tion is simple. They are writ­ 
ten in the language of the 
Huron Indians. The meaning 
is “Jesus is born!” 
The carol of the Huron na­ 
tion was written by Father 
Jean Brebeuf, Jesuit mission­ 
ary who came to the land of 
the Huron*, in 1626. 
Father Brebeuf worked with 
the Hurons in the Canadian 
wilderness for 23 years, help­ 
ing them and composing for 
them in their own language. 
Then, during an attack by the 
Iroquois, he was captured and 
tortured to death. 
In his martyrdom, his words 
live on, for the Hurons remem­ 
bered their carol, “Iesous aha­ 
tonhia!” 


a quarter of an ounce of cloves 
and mace, one large nutmeg 
grated, a few carraway-seeds, 
citron, candied orange and lem­ 
on peel slic’d: you must make it 
thin, or there must tie more but­ 
ter and cream; you may perfume 
it with amber-greeee ty’d in a 
muslin bag, and steep’d in the 
sack all night.

an hour." 
A 19th century recipe for plum 
pudding suggest that just before 
serving, the holiday hostess turn 
it out of the bowl and put on 
top of it a few squares of cut 
sugar. Then she should pour on 
a little brandy, set it afire and 
proudly present it to her guests. 
The author of this same Vic­ 
torian 
recipe cautiously urges 
that “only a little be given to 
the young people, as it might af­ 
fect them.” 
Today, 
plum 
pudding, 
from 
Mother’s modem kitchen or the 
neighborhood bakery, still 
re­ 
tains its position among the tra­ 
ditional Christmastime treats.

Morgan's former home.

In the final decade of th*' 19th 
century was added a Gutenberg 
Bible on vellum, a 1439 Mainz 
Psalter, of which no other copy 
has ever been available to .in 
American buyer, and the famous 
ninth century Lindau Gospels with 
a sumptuous jeweled binding 
During the last sewn years (rf 
his life, in the early 1900's. Mor­ 
gan added enormously to his 
prizes. A large group of Coptic 
manuscripts, costly of the ninth 
century, found on the site of a 
monastery in Egypt, was pur 
chased and sent to the Vatican 
for study and reproduction 
After his father’s death, J. P 
Morgan carried on purchases for 
the library, specializing much of 


the time In illuminated manu­ 
scripts. Some of the more elab­ 
orate of these will be displayed 
this Christmas season in the mu­ 
seum's main gallery. 
One especially fine acquisition 
was the Gospels of Countess 
Matilda (rf Tuscany, written and 
decorated in Italy about HOO. 
Other prizes added to the library 
were from the Earl of Leices­ 
ter's collection, originally lodged 
in the Benedictine monastery at 
Weingarten, Germany. They in­ 
clude two richly illuminated manu­ 
script s of th* Gospels made in 
England before the Norman Con- 
quest, and the Missal of Abbot 
Berthold, in it*- jeweled silver-gilt 
binding, generally considered to 
be one of the finest extant 13th 
century German manuscripts. 
Further additions include the 
ninth century Reims Gospels in 
perfect condition, with portraits 
of the four Evangelists, and the 
text written in gold, the profusely 
decocted Gothic psalter made for 
Yolande de Sotssons, and a 12th 
century Life Miracles and Pas­ 
sion of St. Edmund with 32 mini­ 
atures.

The traditional Yule log sur­ 
vives today more in art, song 
and 
story than as an actual 
"blazing Yule.” After all, not 
every home has a fireplace now­ 
adays, and even when a fireplace 
exists, its proportions are usually 
far from sufficient to accommo­ 
date the Yule logs of yesteryear. 
During ancient times in Eng­ 
land, however, it was a solemn 
family ritual to select the log, 
dry it and bum it according to 
custom. Logs from fruit-bearing 
trees were preferred. 
The whole family went along to 
select the log. as this was thought 
to bring good luck for the com­ 
ing year, and to frighten away 
any witches. 
lf the log burned out quickly, 
or did not bum brightly, it meant 
bad luck ahead 
On 
Christmas 
morning, 
the 
children cf the household beat 
upon the log and called for gifts 
to come forth They were scolded 
by their parents, sent outside 
and, after a time. called in to 
open the gifts, which had been 
set near the log.

EARLY SINGERS 
ADDED DANCES 
TO CAROLING 


The first Christmas carols were 
danced to. according to Encyclo­ 
pedia International. Carolers took 
hands and formed a ring, sing­ 
ing as they round. 
Oldest of all carols, it has been 
said. was that sung by the heav­ 
enly host when the birth of the 
Saviour was announced to the 
shepherds on the plains of Beth­ 
lehem. Probably the practice of 
singing carob at Christmas arose 
rn imitation of this, as the major­ 
ity of carols declared the good 
tidings of great joy. and the title 
of Noel, nowell or novelle, ap­ 
plied to carols, would seem to 
bear out this idea. 
BIRTHDAY NEWS 
“Nowell” 
or 
“Noel” 
means 
birthday news or a “shout of 
joy” for the birth of Christ. 
Hie earliest carols were songs 
of the Nativity, the Incarnation 
and the Annunciation. Later, ones 
on shepherd 
themes 
and 
the 
Epiphany 
were composed 
and 
there were also many of folk or­ 
igin on the festivities of the 
Christmas season 
These latter included such songs 
as “The Holly and The Ivy.” 
Many of the surviving old carols 
were originally part of the medie­ 
val mysteries ami miracle plays. 
FIRST IN LATIN 
Christmas 
carols 
first 
were 
written in scholar’s Latin. The 
Blessed Jaoopone of Todi. of the 
Franciscan order, led the way to 
a wider enjoyment and apprecia­ 
tion of joyous Christmas songs 
by writing musical poems in the 
language of the common people. 
The saint, who lived from about 
1230 to 1306 A D , had a good 
precedent for his interest in carols 
in St. Francis himself 
To St. 
Francis is traced the creation of 


the first creche or manger scene, 
in 1223 A.D. Villagers gathered 
around the scene and sang hymns] 
to the Christ Child. 
'THE BOAR'S HEAD” 
“The boar s head in hand 
bear I 
Bedecked with bays and 
rosemary.”

source of this quotation, appeared] 
in the first collection of English 
carols, printed in 1521. and is 
still sung on Christmas Day at) 
Queens College, Oxford. 
Other colleges of Oxford hadj 
their own versions of the same 
song “The boar is dead; lo, here 
is his head,” remarked the carol 
sung at St John’s, while “The 
boar’s head in hand I bring, With 
garlands gay and birds singing” [ 
was the version heard at Balliol. 
Even rn early times, the "boar’’ 
romantically referred to as tra­ 
ditional at the feast was probably] 
a pig. The wild boar is believed 
to have been extinct in Britain] 
early in the 12th century. 
FEAST OF STEPHEN 
“Good King Wenceslas looked 
out on the feast of Stephen ” 
This familiar carol commemo-] 
rates two famous men. One is 
King Wenceslas 
who ruled in 
Bohemia in the loth century A D. 
He was noted for his generosity 
to the poor and practiced this 
generosity on Christmas and St.] 
Stephen’s Day, December 26. 
St. Stephen was the first Chris­ 
tian martyr, noted in legend as] 
a follower of Christ who, at the 
time of the Nativity, had been in 
the service of King Herod. When 
he was permitted to see the Star, 
he left Herod to serve the Child ” 
Today the “feast of Stephen” ! 
is remembered primarily because | 
of the carol, “Good King Wences­ 
las.”

OLDEN TIMES. the year was held 
to begin on the 25th of March. This 
was Lady Day—the Feast of the An­ 
nunciation of the Blessed Virgin Mary 
—In the Julian calendar. That was the 
prevelant calendar in the Western World 
until its miscalculations were corrected 
by astronomers and mathematicians in 
a calendar adopted in Roman Catholic 
countries in 1582 by direction of Pope 
Gregory XIII. 
In the Julian calendar, which took its 
name from Julius Caesar, Romans fig­ 
ured the time required for the revolution 
of the earth around the Sun as exactly 
365 days, whereas the elapsed time is 
actually 385 days, 5 hours, 48 minutes, 
49 seconds and a fraction of a second. 
The Gregorian calendar took this fact 
into account. 
Because of the schism of English 
Catholicism during the reign of Henry 
VHI, the Gregorian calendar was not 
accepted until 1752 in Great Britain. 
Consequently, the old calendar also pre­ 
vailed in the British overseas possessions. 
The 25th of March w'as civil, ecclesiasti­ 
cal and legal “New Year's Day” in Eng­ 
land, Scotland, Ireland and colonies for 
nearly 150 years after British settle­ 
ments were started along the Atlantic 
coast of North America, During those 
decades the Gregorian calendar was in 
use in Spanish and Portuguese posses­ 
sions in the Americas, also in the settle­ 
ments made by French in Canada, the 
Great Lakes region and Mississippi 
Valley. 
By the time the English Parliament 
overcame religious prejudice against the 
more accurate calendar that was in gen­ 
eral use practically everywhere In the 
Western World, except the British Isles, 
the discrepancy between the old (Julian) 
calendar and the new (Gregorian) was 
approximately eleven days. So Parlia­ 
ment decreed that Sept. 3. 1752, the 
transfer date, should be reckoned the 
14 th. 
Those who are radio listeners or T- 
Viewers New' Year’s Eve are made fully 
aware of differences in time around the 
globe—of the fact that anything going 
across the Pacific eastward “gains” an 
hour, and “loses” an hour in opposite 
westward movement. That was not un­ 
derstood in Europe when the voyagers 
who sailed from Spain under Magellan 
in 1520 completed the first voyage 
around the world. Returning to Spain in 
1522, the surviving mariners found their 
arrival date (as they had recorded it) 
©ne day behind their countrymen's cal­ 
endar. Their officers accused each other 
of being asleep at the ship’s log and neg­ 
ligence, until astronomers deduced the 
reason for the discrepancy. 
January I had a significance in the 
old Roman republic as the date on 


which consuls and other officials took 
office, and thus it was an occasion for 
changeover in records. It lost this dis­ 
tinction under the emperors, who jug­ 
gled things around — including th# 
lengths and names of months—pretty 
much to suit themselves. In the Chris­ 
tian era, as the 12-day observance of tho 
festive season developed, January I was 
just another gala day. 
Its separata observance is largely of 
18th and 19th century origin, after Calvin* 
1st and Puritan fathers had cracked down 
on Christmas gaiety aa pagan. Such ob­ 
servances of January I as those in old 
New York were still novel when George 
Washington took up residence in tho 
first capital of the Federal Republic. 
When on January I, 1790. throngs of 
“respectable citizens” came to his resi­ 
dence to pay the compliments of tho 
season to the new President, Washington 
inquired of one of the visitors, John Pin- 
tard, whether this was a customary or 
casual observance. Pintard recorded tha 
incident: “He was answered that it was 
an annual custom, handed down from 
our early Dutch forefathers ,tnd always 
commemorated. After a pause, Wash­ 
ington remarked, The highly favored 
position of your city will in process of 
time attract numerous immigrants, who 
will gradually change its customs; but 
never give up the cheerful, friendly ob­ 
servance of New Year's Day.*” 
A 
NY person who is or has been ta 
New York on December 31, or has 
observed it, at a late hour December 
31 via TV, knows the custom is going on 
strong, in a reversion to the Dutch 
forefathers' modes of celebration. 
A historian deduces that the vrouws 
of New Amsterdam switched over to 
making and receiving calls at residences 
on New Year’s Day because public cel­ 
ebrations were prohibited by their stem 
Calvinist governor, Peter Stuyvesant. Ho 
issued sn edict in 1655 forbidding any 
New Year's firing of guns, beatings of 
drums, or “treating” with beer, wine or 
brandy, or kicking up of heels in tho 
taverns. The burghers simply started 
calling on each other January I for 
“toasting” and dancing in private. 
Dancing had become associated with 
New’ Year observances, on March 25, or 
whatever date, in early times. It was 
promoted by belief that “Dancing the 
old year into the new one” wore dowji 
and outdistanced evil demons or bad 
luck that might be following one from 
the old year into the new. Seemingly to 
give bad luck a doubly hard run, there 
were dances both New Year’s Eve and 
New Year's Day “marked by informality 
in contrast to the stiff, rf oof manners 
generally practiced on the dance floor*" 
an old chronicler w rote

SOUTH HADLEY, Mass 
(AP) 
—While roost families find one 
Christmas a year the most they 
can manage. President and Mrs. 
Richard Glenn Gettell of Mount 
Holyoke College join in no fewer 
than three holiday celebrations 
and love every minute of all of 
then.

President 
and Mrs. Gettell preside over a

ulty-mean ber Santa Claus. 
SERENADE HIGH POINT 
"The high point for us is the 
student carolers' serenade at the 
president’s house," Mr. Gettell 
observes. “Ifs one of the best 
times of the year, and of course 
we’re always a little sorry to see 
it end.” 
But when holiday quiet descends 
on the South Hadley. Mass . cam­ 
pus. the next phase of the Gettels’ 
Christmas is soon underway and 
nostalgia quickly vanishes in the 
sportsman’s zeal . . . the presi­ 
dent is off to Key West, Fla., on 
his annual deep sea fishing trip. 
"It’s the only real holiday I 
take all year.” Mr. Gettell ex­ 
plains. "And ifs absolutely sa­ 
cred,” be adds smiling. 
At Key West. Mr. Gettell makes 
straight for the boat of Captain 
Lefty Reagan, one of the best 


known skippers in the Florida 
game fishing fleet Captain Rea­ 
gan has been Mr. Gettell’s guide 
on many fishing expeditions and 
holds a standing reservation for 
him this week prier to Christmas.

Early Paintings Reveal 
Christmas In Many Eras Q 


From earliest 
times, 
artists 
found, in the story of the Nativity 
and the events surrounding it, a

source of Inspiration and a chal­ 
lenge to their talents The Madon­ 
na and Child, the Holy Family, 
the Magi, the manager scene — 
these are the subjects that have 
engendered some of the world’s 
most famous paintings. 
And. as students of both are 
and history know, such paintings 
not only portray a scene, they 
also tell something of the times 
in which they were painted. 
As the Middle Ages drew to a 
close and the Renaissance dawned. 
new* light was spreading over the 
world. 
Mid-15th-century 
artists 
were 
turning from theories of painting 
which depicted more stylized poses 
and 
o r n a t e 
detail, 
liberally 
touched with gilt, to an approach 
which emphasized more realistic, 
lifelike figures and landscapes, 
as seen in paintings of humble 
peasants adoring the Christ Child, 
true-to-life stable 
animals 
and 
even blacksmiths working in the 
background of the manager. 
In “Adoration of the Magi.” 
a painting by Giovanni (ii Paolo 
which is now in the National Gal­ 
lery of Art in Washington, D C., 
the Three Kings are depicted in 
an elaborate, decorative style. The 
background of the painting, how­ 
ever, shows a more lifelike in­ 
terpretation. 
The landscape of 
fields dotted with crops, criss­ 
crossed with roads and bathed in 
sunlight is refreshing — and a 
treatment new to the times. 
CIRCULAR PAINTING 
Another “The Adoration of thhe 
Magi” at the National Gallery is 
even more indicative of a world 
in transition. This tondo (circular) 
painting was begun by one artist, 
Fra Angelico, and finished by 
another. Fra Filippo Lippi, The 
principal part of the painting, at­ 
tributed to Fra Angelico, has an 
idealized, 
other-worldly 
atmos­ 
phere. 
Realism appears in the solid, 
substantial figures of the fore­ 
ground — typical Renassissance 
forms, the work of Fra Filippo. 
Both 
of 
these 
“Adorations” 
were 
painted 
in 
tempera 
on 
wood. Tempera, a mixture of 
pigments and dyes with egg yolk 
to produce a dull finish on a sur­ 
face prepared with egg white for 
adhesion, was a common medium 
for medieval Italian artists. 
In “The Nativity.” also in the 


National Gallery’, the Flemish art­ 
ist Petrus Christ us used oil paints 
on wood, thus marking another 
advance of the early Renaissance. 
Fleming artists were the first to 
use oil extensively in painting; 
formerly, it had been used only 
in glazes for tempera paintings. 
A 
study of 
“The 
Nativity” 
shows that the figures of Pet­ 
rus’ painting are very natural 
and realistic. Joseph is an or­ 
dinary Flemish peasant, the Christ 
Child 
like a 
lifelike new-born 
Baby. Space perspective, too, be­ 
gins to show a more realistic 
treatment. 
To 
achieve 
greater 
realism, 
these 15th century artists became 
the technicians and scientists of 
their age. They ground and mixed 
heir own pigments to achieve the 
colors they wanted. And they care­ 
fully observed nature, even under­ 
taking anatomical studies. 
Thus, as the darkness of the 
Middle Ages faded, artists, 
in 
more than one way, spread the 
light of the Renaissance.

Great documentation of how

er Breughel the Elder in one of 
the world’s masterpieces, “Chil­ 
dren's Games," now owned by 
the Kunsthistorisches Museum at 
Vienna. As you can see here, 
Breughel pictured, with a Fland­ 
ers town square as his setting, 
the diversions popular with Eur­ 
opean youngsters in the 16th 
century. That was the era when 
Europeans first went overseas 
as settlers. Without a doubt the 
games and toys pictured by Breu­ 
ghel went with them, and were 
indulged in at Christmas and fes­ 
tive occasions in the colonies. 


A century later another artist

f OLD TIMES such ss are re­ 
called in Pieter Breughel the 
Elder'! classic paintings of Euro­ 
peans enjoying themselves, the 
Christmas season began on De­ 
cember 16th (described in Prayer- 
books as 0 Sapientia), and ended 
January 6th, with Twelfth-night. 
In the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries, the era of great dis­ 
covery and beginning of coloni­ 
sation, this whole season was giv­ 
en up to "jolly good fellowship" 
is which eating and drinking 
were predominant. Chroniclers in 
yuk! time had much to say about 
the expansiveness of Christmas 
hospitality. Sir John Reresby in 
memoirs recorded that one 
pear at bis country seat, Thyr- 
berg, as many as fourscore gen­ 
tlemen and yeomen, with their 
wives, dined daily at the hall

Christmas was a democratic 
festival; all classes mingled in

CARD DESIGNS 


"A Merry Christmas and a 
Hippy New Year to You” — the 
almost universal greeting of the 
•eason -r dates back at least a 
century and appeared in print 
in 1843 on the very first Christ­ 
mas card. 
The famous missive, known to 
antiquarians 
as 
the 
Cole- 
Horsley, and a number of other 
memorabilia 
cf the 
spirit of 
Christmases past. repose in the 
Hallmark Historical Collection 
in Kansas City, 
Mo., largest 
private collection of its kind in 
the world. 
The Cole-Horsley 
is 
named 
for Sir Henry Cole and J o h n 
Calcott 
Horsley. 
Sir 
Henry, 
director of the Victoria 
and 
Albert Museum, commissioned 
Horsley, a noted London artist, 
to design what was to be later 
recognized 
as 
the 
f i r s t 
Christmas card. 
The card is divided into a trio 
of colored panels. The center, 
larger than the other two, por­ 
trays a family at 
Christmas 
dinner. The side panels illus­ 
trate the Christian virtues of 
feeding the hungry and clothing 
the needy. 
Much of our knowledge of the 
early days of greeting cards is 
derived from the efforts of an 
eccentric 19th century English­ 
man who devoted 60 years of his 
life to amassing in his London 
home more than a half million 
Christmas cards, Valentines and 
other greetings.

Albert, 
Victoria’s 
consort, 
who intro­ 
duced the Christmas tree to

Germany in the same era in 
which the Christmas greeting 
card custom developed. 
The Christmas greetings of 
the Victorian Era rival in beauty 
and elegance the best cards of 
our own age of advanced techni­ 
cal skill. 
Many of the

famous artists on both sides of 
the Atlantic were employed to 
design them — and the sumbols 
of Christmas, many stiill popular 
to the present day — the robin, 
holly,

by a man named Louis Prang.

Arkt It was not 
found seaworthy when put in a 
washing-tub, and the animals 
were crammed in at the roof, hnd 
needed to have their legs well 
shaken down before they could 
be got in, even there—and then, 
ten to one but they began to 
tumble out the door, which was 
but imperfectly fastened against 
it! . . . 
"Consider the noble fly, a size 
or two smaller thorn the elephant: 


the lady-bird, the butterfly—all 
triumphs of art! Consider the 
goose, whose feet were so small, 
and whose balance teas so indif­ 
ferent, that she usually tumbled 
forward, and knocked down all 
the animal creation. 
"Consider Noah and his family, 
like idiotic stoppers: and how the 
leopard stuck to %carm little fin­ 
gers: and how the tails of the 
larger animals used gradually to 
resolve themselves into frayed 
bits of string." 


Thus Charles Dickens recalled. 
in one of his charming Christmas 
memoirs, that oldtime Christmas 
favorite toy, Noah’s Ark. It was 
a favorite through several cen­ 
turies in Europe for good reason. 
It was approved as a "Sunday 
toy.” In those homes where the 
Sabbath was observed strictly. 
with strict austerity, the kite, the 
cock-horse, 
spinning-top, 
horn, 
lead-soldiers, 
bat-and-baU. doll, 
whirligig, and other playthings 
had to be put away. 
The Noah’s Ark alone could 
he tolerated in Puritan homes, far 


It was (Itemed religiously educa­ 
tional After the family had gone 
to arduous service in church and 
had its dinner, the Ark—looking 
remarkably like a canal boat such 
as the children had seen in near­ 
by water-ways—came to rest 
upon a Mount Ararat in the par­ 
lor. Camels, lions, horses, all man­ 
ner of creatures were brought 
forth or tumbled out unceremon­ 
iously. if parents weren’t watch­ 
ing closely, to be arranged tn 
pairs and paraded in the drama 
of the Flood, after father or 
grandfather or some other elder 
had given a blessing to this pro­ 
ceeding on the Sabbath with a 
pertinent reading from the Old 
Testament 
Originally, the figures of the 
pairs of animats, of Mr. and Mrs. 
Noah, Shem. Ham and Japheth 
were carved from wood. The 
craftsmen in such woodenware 
as shop signs, trenchers, bowla 
spoons, moulds, candle-stands and 
trays, also caned the figures for 
Noidi’s Arks. Some were so ex­ 
pert that the animals were truly 
works of art. They were regarded 
with the 
awe accorded 
idols 
among aborigines in whose re­ 
ligion animals figure important­ 
ly. 
It is stated in Toys Through 
the Ages, by Dan Foley (pub. by 
Chilton Press), Noah’s Ark carv­ 
ings "became objects of barter 
among natives of Africa, and 
were 
equally 
popular 
in 
the 
Distributed by Kins Features Syndicate 


Indies and America [among the 
native tribes I" 
The Austrian town of Oheram- 
mergau. which was famous for 
its carvings of religious figurt's 
in wood, produced Noah’s Arks 
distinguished for the fineness of 
the workmanship. Examples of 
these are prised today. Few com­ 
plete sets exist because of the na­ 
tural wear and tear Individual 
pieces suffered at the hands of 
one or two generations of young­ 
sters in Sunday play. 


TkTOAH'S ARK pieces were also 
l l made from tin, lead, paper- 
compositions. and ceramics 
In 
modem times, they are found 
moulded from plastic and the ani­ 
mals are also assembled and sold 
as “barnyard ’ play sets. Special­ 
ist collectors have found dozens of 
varieties One collector is credited 
with having over 1,000 different 
pairs of Noah’s Ark animals 
While 
his hobby may 
appear 
somewhat childish to others, he 
can take satisfaction in the fact 
that his collection is respected by 
the curators at historic Kssex In­ 
stitute, Salem, Mass, and many 
other 
museums 
which 
have 
Noah's Arks among 
their exhibits. 
These "Sunday toys” are subjects 
of prime attention in such inter­ 
nationally circulated tonies as the 
English Leslie Daiken's historical 
study.

To Play Else' In Bom Free'

NARO MORI1, Kenya 'AP) - 
Kenya, the land of a thousand 
lions, has imported four from Ger­ 
many to take part in a movie 
based on Joy Adamson's best-se-l- 
iiy: book. “Born Free.” 
With them have come two young 
lion tamers, 24-year-old Monika 
Gradishnic from Austria and her 
18-year-old assistant, Ruth Haas, 
of Germany. 
The lions, actually two lions 
and two lionesses, come from 
the private menagerie of the 
famed German Tamer Tugari who, 
until recently, kept 16 of the 
animals at his home in Bigham, 
near Frankfurt. 
“There is no such thing as a 
tame lion,’’ explains Monika, “but 
to be suitable for a film, they 
must be accustomed to people; 
otherwise they are completely un­ 
manageable.” 
“Born Free” is the story of a 
lioness named Elsa, an orphan 
cub Mrs. Adamson adopted, took 
into her home and raised for sev­ 
eral years as a pet.

PALED BY CIVILIZATION 
When this house was built it 
was surrounded 
by woods,

This house may be improved in 
many ways, and a decision could 
be made on the basis of (a) cost,

STRIKING COLOR

He 
had reason to assume the gift 
would reach the unfortunately 
unmarried maid from the circum­ 
stance that, of course, in the 
poorer households the elder un­ 
married daughter was the slavey 
who tended the pots in the fire­ 
place. 
It appear! th at on one occa­ 
sion a purse fell into a slocking 


that had been hung by a fire­ 
place to dry. The incident, follow­ 
ing a series of similar surprises 
for spinsters, excited such curi­ 
osity that the anonymous food 
Sam aritan’s 
identity b e c a m e 
known, and after word of his 
charitable deeds got around, any 
unexpected gifts were said to be 
from SL Nicholas and the stock­ 
ing- 
Thus it could be said the first 
person to hang up a Christmas 
stocking was a nice spinster in 
Myra, Bishop Nicholas’ cathedral 
city. No name is given her in ac­ 
counts and there are only con­ 
jectures whether the benefaction 
brought her a good husband, 
St Nicholas would have been 
revered without this legend of 
the stocking, for he wrms the 
patron saint of mariners. Seamen 
w’ho had weathered t e r r i b l e 
storms in treacherous Asia Minor 
coastal waters made him and hit 
works known through the Medi­ 
terranean and wherever their ves­ 
sels touched. Hence the atory of 
his benefactions spread abroad. 
His fame was well established In 
European tradition by the 13th 
century. That was when, It ia 
indicated 
by

quoted above, stockings began as­ 
suming their present form.

BEIRUT TAP)—Killing a rat in 
Beirut is easily arranged but a 
mouse is another matter. 
If you are plagued by rats, you 
submit a written request to the 
Beirut municipality offices and in 
due course a rat extermination 
squad will come around to handle 
the case. 
But a mouse—and a cockroach 
—requires the personal authority 
of the director general rf the 
minister rf health.

The rat squad, which uses a 
different powder, has its own sup­ 
ply. 
If a mouse is killed accidentally 
along with the rats, the incident 
is labelled “a fortuitous accident” 
on the official records, but the 
municipality declines to take re­ 
sponsibility for the death.

Dr. J. W. Jull, associate pro­ 
fessor at the University of British 
Columbia's Cancer Research Cen­ 
ter, told a meeting his experi­ 
ments suggest that scientists may

stroys them. 
His research into cancer sug­ 
gests that a steroid hormone can 
be used to carry certain chemical 
groupings to cancerous areas of 
the body.

SUMMER RESIDENTS FLEE 
Some 600 residents in the 
summer resort town of Weott, 
Calif., 50 miles south of Eureka, 
fled their homes as the Eel Riv 
ar rose toward a record crest. 
The community was under five 
feet of water. Weather Bureau 
officials 
predicted 
the 
river 
would reach 27 feet, nearly IO 
feet above flood level. 
That 
mark was reached in the disas­ 
trous floods in northern Califor­ 
nia in 1955. 
The Humboldt County sher­ 
iff’s office, which reported the

Three Men Survive Cave-in, 


Fourth Buried Under Coal 


WILKES-BARRE, Pa. (AP)— 
Three of four men have surviv­ 
ed a cave-in at a coal mine, but 
rescuers found no signs of life 
Tuesday when they reached the 
body of a fourth miner. 
They continued toiling on a 
snow-swept mountainside near 
here in efforts to pull out Law­ 
rence Malachefski, 37, of near­ 
by Plymouth. 
Mine officials said he was bur­ 
ied beneath some 60 or 70 tons 
of coal, more than 300 feet un­ 
derground. 


PROMPT RESCUE 
Two of the men had been 
dragged to safety an hour after 
the cave-in and were reported 
in good condition at Wilkes-Bar* 
r General Hospital, with lacer­ 
ations over most of their bodies. 
They were Albert Kotch, 42, 
of Larksville, and Anthony Sait- 
tal, 59, of West Pittston. 
The third man, Peter Bycz- 
kowski, 54, of Plymouth, was 
pulled to safety around mid­ 
night, after being trapped fur 
some IO hours in the under­ 
ground chamber. 


IN FAIR CONDITION 
Ed Schrode, a reporter for the 
Wilkes-Barre Record, said the 


injured 
mine worker was in 
good spirits and talked freely to 
his rescuers before being taken 
to the hospital. His condition 
was reported as fair, with an in­ 
jured right leg and a fractured 
rib.

said "it was touch and go all 
night long.”

CHILDREN PLAY 


EAST AURORA, N Y. (A P )- 
They may be a bit too okl to 
play with toys, but they’re not 
too old to get a vicarious kick 
out of watching tiny chiklren 
absorbed by a new toy creation. 
These lucky adults are toy 
designers 
and 
a r t i s t , 
who, 
through one-way mirrors, watch 
intently to see how children play 
with a given toy while it is still 
in 
the 
model 
stage 
at 
the 
Fischer-Price Toys factory. 
Sometimes they m a y find a 
toy proves to be too difficult for 
the child, as was the case with 
an 18 month-old boy who couldn’t 
grasp the

After the children have had 
the last word on the play-ability 
of about 50 toys annually, 80 
per cent wid be scrapped. The 
nursery school set gives the 
toys a rough going-over in the 
factory observation room, and 
the company is interested in 
toy* that will last. 
A child’s attention span In 
playing with a new Toy is care 
fully noted. The average is 12 to 
18 minutes, and if the child loses

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Personal Incomes, Savings 
Are Rising At Nice Clip 


NEW YORK (AP) — Incomes 
have been rising at a nice clip. 
And so have personal savings. 
Together that tells a lot about 
December’s 
gains 
in 
retail 
sales, 
and 
merchants' 
confi­ 
dence that the bills in January 
can and will be paid. 
Individual savings increased 
In the first nine months of this 
year by $22.5 billion. The gain 
was about one-third more than 
in the like period of 1963. 
The big boost is tied in with 
the rise in personal incomes, 
now running at a seasonally ad­ 
justed annual rate of $502 bil­ 
lion. compared with $474.5 bil­ 
lion in the final stretch of 1963. 
SPENDING MORE 
But the rise in savings also 
shows that Americans haven’t 
changed their habits much de­ 
spite all the stress on prosperi­ 
ty. They’re spending more be­ 
cause 
they’re 
making 
more. 
They’re also saving about the 
same percentage of their in­ 
comes as before the federal in­ 
come tax cut. 
That the big jump in the total 
of incomes is spurring a corre­ 
sponding rise in retail sales is 
obvious 
in 
most 
cities 
this 
month. Record December vol­ 
ume already is in the bag. And 
the bulge in charge accounts 
and Instalment loans is reported 
at about the normal rate. So the 
spending splurge doesn’t worry 
many save the most chronic 
pessimists. 
The additional money comes 
from more persons having jobs, 
some working at higher wage 
scales, many getting more over 
time, and almost all enjoying 
larger take-home pay because 
of the cut in the federal income 
tax. 
DEBTS INCREASE 
The spending stems from this 
additional money, but also from 


the general confidence that good 
times will continue — that the 
January bills can be met, and 
others right along for months to 
come. 
But debt also has been in­ 
creasing faster than a year ago, 
both in mortgages and consum­ 
er credit. This increase frets 
few economists so long as total 
incomes continue to rise. 
The Securities and Exchange 
Commission reports that in the 
first nine months cf this year 
individuals 
decreased 
their 
holdings of common and pre­ 
ferred stock by $1.5 billion. The 
drop was less than in 1963. 
4S LOOKS BRIGHT 
The New York Stock Ex­ 
change, however, says that its 
Monthly 
Investment 
Plan — 
whereby individuals buy shares 
at a regular rate — is chalking 
up its best year yet. It started in 
1954. Some 6,509 plans were 
opened this November, to top 
the previous November record 
of 4,192 set in 1956. In the first 
ll months of this year 56,930 
plans were started. The pre­ 
vious full-year record was 45,593 
plans in 1959. The SEC counts 
investment in stocks as one of 
many forms of saving. 
All the records — income, 
savings, debt, spending — re­ 
flect totals for all citizens. The 
individual may have quite a dif­ 
ferent story himself. But coun­ 
ting in all Americans with pay 
checks, or other forms of in­ 
come, this December sees more 
money than ever before availa­ 
ble for spending or saving. And 
the new year looks bright.

RECLAMATION 
OF STRIP MINE 
AREAS URGED 


HARRISBURG 
(AP) - The 
Scranton administration, at the 
request of the federal govern­ 
ment, is trying to find a way to 
beef up strip mine provisions in 
the proposed Appalachian rads 
velopment program. 
With more than 200,000 acres 
of strip mines in Pennsylvania, 
Gov. Scranton feels that reclam­ 
ation and restoration should be 
one of the key factors of the 
federal program. 
Present plans call for $1.5 mil­ 
lion to be spent for restoration 
and reclamation of strip mining 
areas located in national foresta. 
ASKS RECOMMENDATIONS 
"This would exclude all of the 
Pennsylvania strip mine areas, 
said one official of the Scranton 
administration. 
The Appalachian regional de 
velopment bill, listed as one of 
President Johnson’* priority pro­ 
grams for 1965, is expected to 
go to Congress as early as po* 
sible next year. 
In the meantime, the federal 
government has asked the Scran­ 
ton administration to draw up 
recommendations aimed at im­ 
proving and increasing funds for 
reclamation of strip mine areas. 
"THEY'RE UGLY” 
The major objection of the ad 
ministration to the present plan 
is putting reclamation in the 
hands of the federal Fish and 
Wildlife Service and limiting It 
to national forests. 
"Abandoned strip mine pits 
are ugly; they repel tourists and 
are a source of acid drainage 
to streams." the governor noted 
in his earlier recommendations 
to the federal government this 
year on the Appalachian plan. 
The administration feels more 
money should be made available 
with a broader use to restore 
the land to productive use. 
As of now, $1.5 million would 


HUMPHREY TO 
REVEAL STUDY 
OF CIVIL RIGHTS

Hubert H. Humphrey, who will 
coordinate federal civil rights 
efforta after he becomes vice 
president next month, says be 
hopes to know within IO days 
whether the job will require 
creation of a new supervisory 
agency. 
Humphrey said In an inter­ 
view that he la conducting "a 
very detailed study” of existing 
federal programs in an effort to 
see how beat to "assure prompt 
and direct action to those whose 
civil righto have been denied.” 
He met Tuesday with Justice 
Department officials who have 
played a key role during the 
past few years in government 
efforts to bar discrimination in 
such areas as education and 
voting. 
HIT WITH SHR IYK R 
Humphrey said he met Mon­ 
day 
with 
Sargent 
Shriver, 
director of the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity, and earlier 
with officials of the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare, and a number of sub-Cabi- 
not officials. 
Shriver’* office, which seeks 
to implement what President 
Johnson has called a "war on 
poverty,” la closely related to 
civil righto, Humphrey said, 
because "the elimination of pov­ 
erty will help greatly ta rellev- 
□g the social tensions that 
cause civil righto problems.” 
RBVISWS PROGRAMS 
Sine* President Johnson des- 
gnated him Dec. IO to coordi­ 
nate 
all 
administration 
pro­ 
grams ta the civil righto field, 
Humphrey has been working 
mainly with his own staff ta re­ 
viewing existing programs. 
Tho Minnesota senator said he 
was ’’extremely pleased and 
gratified” that Burke Marshall, 
the retiring assistant attorney 
general for civil righto, has 
agreed to bo a consultant. Hum­ 
phrey called Marshall "the out­ 
standing expert ta the country” 
in the civil righto field. 
Marshall resigned as assistant 
attorney general last Friday, 
saying that the policy focus of 
federal civil rights efforts in 
general "should not ta my judg­ 
ment any longer rest in th* De­ 
partment of Justice.”

EXCEED QUOTA

WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
governm ent faced the prospect 


today that the 1965 winter wheat 
crop m ay be larger than offi­ 
cials hoped for st a tim e when 
there is a s u it His of the grain. 
On the basis of conditions ex­ 
isting Dec. I the crop — which 
was seeded during the past fall 
and which will be harvested 
next spring and early sum m er 
—was forecast late Monday by 
the Agriculture Departm ent at 
1,024,888,000 
bushels 
produced 
this year and nearly 8 per cent 
more than the average. 
Under a new wheat program 
put into effect for the first tim e 
this year the departm ent sought 
a sm aller crop next year. It 
wants to reduce the reserve and 
surplus 
of about. 900 
million 


bushels. 
The acreage seeded to w inter 
wheat was reported at 45,117.000 
acres, or 4.3 per cent more than 
was planted for this year’s crop. 
But there is plenty of tim e for 
the production p r o s p e c t s to 
change. Many farm ers norm ally 
plant in excess of allotm ent as­ 
signed them under control pro­ 
gram s. 
In the case of next 
year’s crop, they will have until 
late winter or early spring to 
comply by plowing up excess 
acres. They naturally plow up 
the poorest looking acres.
